Purpose 



^ There exxsts in the Florence-Firestone neighborhood ia South 
Central Los Ajigeles a large pocket of Mexican-Aiikericans. Sixty- four 
percent o£ the school population is Spanis^ surnamed in four contiguous 
Los Angeles City elementary schools^ 

Mexican-Anjerican parents have long encountered difficulty in 
communicating with school personnel ^about their youngster 's ' progress 
within the school. In additibn, participation by these parents in 
school activities has been alinost non-existent- This project recog'ni^-es 
two pritnary reasons why this difficulty exists. 

First, <nost Mexican-Ajnerican parents use and understand only Spanish, 
their native Language. The existence of this situation prevents them 
from understanding and expressing themselves in the English language. 
Because of this language barrier the MeScican-American parent refrains 
from participating in school-related activities. Secondly, the presence 
pf a highly developed educational system has brought about the need for 
learning a specialized school related vocabulary. 

. It was the objective of this project to reach the parents of these 
youngsters jstnd establish adult classes' in ICnglish as a Second Language 
in which the major part of the curriculumsdould be built on home^school* 
c^ommunication. Parents would Tiave the opportunity of learning th# 
language of the school setting to which they send their children. Through 
these classes more effective dialogue could be established between home, , 
school jand conmnanity. Involvement in PTA, School Board, and other puMic " 
meetings was to be encour^ed. A bilingual counselor was assigned to 
assiat the parents in understanding the counseling, services available for* 
th^nselves and their youngsters*. 

Procedure 

Twenty-nine teachers offered morning and evening classes in BnglisU 
as a Second Langi^Lage^ Classes ran from September VU^ 1970 to June 17, 
1971, and from September 13, ;1971 to June 16, 1972. Classes were con-, 
ducted at six sites (4 schools, 1 p&rk, and 1 chbrch location)^ ^11 sites 
were within easy walking ^stance for the students. Child care vaa avail-"

Seventy special lessons in home-»school«-community communication skills 
were developed and put into classroom use.

Results and Recoinmendations * ^

Project accomplishments have beep extremely positive. School 
paieticipacion by Mexican-American parents was more than encouraging as 
evidenced by their high attendance at Numerous parent and civic organi- 
zations meetings. N^:^ 

Greater awareness of school\and consnunity resaur-ces was created 
through group orientations and individua'l counseling. Over 1500 students 
received individual counseling • 

In keeping with our concept of m^ing schools the social and cultural, 
as well as academic, centers of the neighborhood, numercus' social .and 
cultural activities were held on school sites. ^ 

Student surveys showed that the CSL* lessons emphasizing home-school 
communication skills were instrumental in creating a' better under stand.ing 
of the schopl system. 

T^ve project was considered a'gt^eat:;^^^uccess by parents, community 
leaders, and school personnel. It is the consensus opinion of all 
involved parties that thi6 project should be replicated wherever SpaniJ^h- 
speaking cjommunities exist. ^

T lere exists in zhe Florence-Firestone neighborliood in Sounh 
Central Los Angeles a large pocket of Mexican-Americans. Accord'lng t j 
Lhe offi.cial Los Angeles City Schools Ethnic Survey (Fall, .1971), four 
yd joining ele&entary schools have 2,495 youngsters with Spanish sur- 
names or 64% of that scliool population: Florence Avenue School (857, 
Spanish sutname), Lillian Street School (78%), Graham School io^), 
and Miraxnonte School (-^2%) . 
' ♦ 

Mexican-^American parents in this area have long encountered 
difficulty in conaminicacing with school personnel about their youngster'^ 
progress. This lack ofi^developed COTmunication skills ha^. further pre- 
vented them from becoming totally involved in the activities of thfiir 
children's school. ^ ' ' ^ 

There are several primary reasons why this difficulty exists. 

First, most Mexican-Atnericans , use and understand only Spanish, 
th'iir native language*. The existence of this situation prevents them 
irom understanding speakers of English and from adequately expressing 
their fe^^illngs through the use o^ the English language. 

A second reason which contributes to this difficulty is the presence 
t:f a highly develop^ educational system which hes brought aboui: the need 
for learning a specialized school related vocabulary,^. The inability of 
the Mexlpan-Amerlcan parent to understand this vocabulary has often been 
incorrectly Interpreted as apathy and is sometimes reflected in hostility 
tiowards the school and its staff.

Without tne ability to effectively comnunicate with school persccnel 
the Mexican-American .parent naturally finds It difficult to understand, 
assist, and ^Ive needed help andyencourag^ent to^ threir school ag^ 
y,ouvii^st,ers-. Purthery the parent does not have the knowledgfe whicl^ would 
enabWhlm to 1>ecome da active partlcipant^in PTA, $chool board, advisory 
committees or ^other jpubllc meetings. * . ~ \ 

Third, schools have trac^itionajlly been seen by* Mexican-Amerlcah . 
parents as Impersonal /n>ulldlngs and authoritative petsonnel". Too often 
tn the past, except^ for occaaibnal activities or bulletins, relctl*^4ly 
little has been^ achieved in developing closer rapport with parents or the 
imediate commudity particularly with parents whose primary langua^^e 
is 5ther than Emgliah. 7 

Fourth, the ecj^nqmlc problems in the home etiytromnent directly 
affect their children's education. T»e majority of parenta are in a very 
loiT income brackets Often;, jieceuse of the lan^uajge barrier and a lack of 
couneclltm io their net ive tongue, many a^^enue^ of help from school *and 
social service agencies are closed ta them. -\ 



Fifth, most Mexican -Aiaaricaii families in the Tiorance-Fires^one 
area retain strong Mexican cultura-l patterns (many are very recent^ 
innnigrants from Mexico) and feel ''cv:lturally jlsolated^'V Spanish is 
the primary language spoken ct ho^e. This lack of ethnic identification 
with their neighborhood Jiiaiiipers the^ir involvement in school and com- 
munity activities^ 



This language difficulty permeates their daily liv^s and creates an 
^even greater problem in achieving their fullest intelloccual, social and 
economical potential. 

This project was created by the Division of Career and Continuing 
Education, Los Angeles City Schools, in an attempt to resolve this 
situation. • \ 

. - PITRPOSE . 

Itj^s the o^ecttve of this project to reach the parents of these 
youngsferVvand establish adult classes in Eslglish as a Second Language 
in which tae major part of the curriculum would be built on home-school 
communication.

Enrollment from the beginning was extremely high. Thie high enroll- 
Tnent can be directly attributed to the ccinbined efforts of school and 
community resources and the communicatrions media in advertising and . 
promoting the classe3* , ' 

Various approaches were used and found effective in creating interest 
in the program: 

1. Bilingual leaflets (Spanish-English) were taken home by school ^ 
cliildren. In addition, community groups volunteered to place these* 
leaflets in key locations throughout the 'community, such as mai^kets^ 
laundromats, community agency offices^ etc. Community people also 



voltm^ered to pass out these leaflets at church locations after' 

religious services. > • * 
2. . Local pastors announced classes during church services. 
3* Articles regarding the program appeared in community based newspapertf\, 

and. in the major Spanish langu^e newspap^ in Los Angeles. 

4. Radio and television stations specializing in Spanish language broad- 
casting provided free (public services) announcements.

Tht U.S.-Mexican bonier, or la 
, frcMQtera, is an LSOO-mile long* 
virtiially imaginary line of barbed 
^wire fencing, an undergrowth of 
scesquite or chaparral and an 
easily forded river. 

Orators^ both Amncan and 
Mexican, like to describe the^ 
border separating their countries* 
a^ one of the two only such 
unfortified frontiers In the worlds 
the other being the U.S.-Canadian 
border. 

To tpany Anjericans living in 
the Southwest and to many 
Mexicans living hi northern Mexi- 
co» however, the border is symbo- 
lic of the ncfalive dKfer^nces 
betweeja the two nations. - 

Amerioms who know only the 
ahddy aspects of the border town$ 
think of Mexico as a place whm 
they can enjoy doing what is not 
allowed at home— but would be 
shocked, the meaning after, If such 
golngPMta ware allowed id " Amer- 
tea-" 

Mexicans not lucky enoug^i to' 
be anjong the Latin affluent think 
of the Atnerican border towns as 
gold mines where nuggets cin be 
picked off the streets. And when 
they diftww tliis is riot true, th?y 
blast the Americans as exploiters, 
unndndful that th^y had created 
their own false image of the 
United States. ■ 

These superficial and inaccurate 
concepts of both countries help 
only Jo widen the understanding 
gap between two peoples who are 
80 close geographically and in. 
many other ways so far apart ^.

Mexicans like to argue that if

States is n^w. TlUs historical 
controversy, Ww for the most 
part taken U^tl;, migh| ha^ 



disappeared alti^ether by now, it 
is said, if Mexicans and Ameri* 
cans spoke ti»e same language on 
both sides of the border and so 
understood each other better. > 
Yet, many Mexican-Americans 
in the Southwest, who speak both 
langirages and admire both coun- 
tries, led strangely foreign in 
their own land. 

Members of other minorities— 
Italians, Irish, Poles, etc— often 
wonder why Mexicwi-Americans 
have not been able to assimilate 
as well as they have. 

They tend to forget that Italy, 
Ire^ndr Poland, etb^ are , oceans 
away from the United States while 
Mexico ^ very much in evldince 
to the Soathwest's ei^t million 
ot so Mexican-Americans. 

This makes it difficult for the 
Mexican-American to think of 
Mexico in the abstract as, for 
instance. Irish-America^ns might 
think of Ireland. 
The problems of Mexico are and 

will remain relevant to the MeKi 
can-American. Relations betweer 
Mexico and the United States can 
affect the Mexican-American \v 
the Southwest materially ano 
emotionally. 

In the border areas, for instance 
the large number of Mexicanir 
crossing the international lin^ 
every day to work in the United 
States can directly affect th 
economic lives of Mexican-Ameri 
. cans, who must compete with this 
cheap labor. 

Projects such as Operation In 
terce^, a ci:ackdown on dope 
^muggUng across ' the Mexicar 
\^JjrfMer, hurt the pride of South 
west Mexican-Americans who feel 
the United States Is trybg tc 
blame Mexicans for a problem 
which is to a large extent unlque- 
lyAnglo.**

Last year tovard the end of Noveiobef or perhaps during the ftrst dayti 
of Pecesber I wrote an article regarding albpeclal ESL Program for adults* 
That article %*aa the result ot a Xeogthy interview with Raben Zacarias 
whom i had through Barlo Kuet. 

^ Harlo Kuet Is a young Bollv:lan with light colored eyes, blue or green, 
who had arrived not too many years ago« as do laany Latin Ai&er leans » seeking 
a future not possible to secure in their own cotmtrles* He enrolled in a 
special prograsi at !tount St* Mary's College. Inassmch as he was not eligible 
for goVeroBient or school scholarships he had to trork very hard In order to 
pay for his cchoollng« In this respect It Is only fair to say that he did 
receive som aid from the Inteijc^Asnerican Club Foundation. 

After a few years be graduated. Mot being able to secure a teaching 
position he turned to the field of social work. He served at the InternationaV 
Institute. Then» without leaving that position^ he Joined Ruben Zacarlar* 
project on a jjart-tliws basis* Now he is with the project full tlQ^^ 

It was Knet who brought Zacarias and inyself In contact with each other ^ 
end now, a year later, he^/i brought us together -again so, that I canj^ather 
ficsh information^ on what has irranspired since our last meeting. 

The difference Is that vH^reas, one year agp Zacarias and I spoke at 
450 North qrand in the officer of the Adult Basic Education Program headed by 
Robert Fi=»ln.thla year we decided to vlalt the schools pfxtlcipating in this 
project so that I could see and hear wit^^my own eyes what is happiMilog in 
these classrooms. 

But before continuing with this repoi:t let*s recall, as in the first 
article, fhe ]i>hilosophy of this program because these adult classes are not . 
the same af those that ai^e offered elsewhere* z 

In the first place it must be pointed out that this program Is being 
offered exclusively in the Florence-^Flrestone areW and Is now in itV setwd 
year. It is important to point out that^or years it has been believed that 
this area is exclusiraly black whereas the truth o£ the matter is that it 
contains a huge co^unity of Mexicans and other Latin Jdiie?icans, all^ of tKem, 
generally speaking, urgently^ In need of learning English * inasmuch as until 
now no real oi^i^^rtunltied had been made available for them to team the 
language of thla country* ^ . ^

That is why this progtsm* was developed in this area. But it wasn't' ^ 
enough to offer, aa is often the case, the usual dry English classes. It was 
neecrssary ta go beyond Just plain teaching* 'It was necessary to trans form 
the traditional methods. ^ / 

HOW? It was necessary to change the rerationshlp betMten the teachers 
the atudemts* fn order to accomplish this it was necessary to implement, 
as was done, irtiat I would call a re-^v^lMtion of the relationship bet>;een 
tAe two (teacher and student). 

tha result was this: aA BSL teacher had to'^e more than a person who 
teaches English and the^adult dtudent rtore than Jutt a student* He is^a 



h;iaiaQ being » a peraon of fleth «nd blood with a wcrld of problen* - fajstly 
probleM and protleaw relative to the society in which he Uvea * be they

^Becauae of this altuation the conclusion ^vaa that it vaa neceaaary to 
change iShat we could call^e courae of the cmapaaa* It vas neceasarj^ to 
create a *'ney claflsi:x>c«t'*ln place of the traditional one^in which the teacher 
would merely attempt to teach English * and that waa it! and^the atudent 
would either learn Engliah or not * that would be hla probleml 

Tlita project aapired to "humanize** the situation. I believe that this 
It the key word of thia program* Consequently, the teacher had to integrate 
himaelf vlth the at>ident yhile at the aatne tltfe the atudent had to see in 
the teacher a friend, a* counaelpr, a protector. In thia manner , the tradi-^ 
' ttonal diatancea between school and home could be ^eliminated'. 

But to improve the situation evj» vore, a social worker-counselor waa 
placed at the side *of the\eacher. The teachers were made responsible for 
making known to the. counselor the problems of their ^students • in addition 
to the students being able to contact the counselor directly. In this 
manner mimy student problems were solved. If the student needed a Job or 
had immigration troublea. or* needed details regarding Social Security or 
needed innsediate medical assistance for a twatber of his family the teacher 
would know abput it and immediately the counselor would take the matter in 
hand. ^ '

Vhtle on the aubject of enrollment « I estimated that there iLte, more 
than 500 students preaen!:ly enrolled. Twenty^one teachers are Involvedi, 
Siitty-flve percent' of them speak f luent ;Spaniah and l;}ieL remainden understand 
the language enougVto be able to coiqmunlcate with their students.

A inajor part of^seccad year operation for th4 Model Nei^oihood 
Piograai, has been the iaplenicntation of several amsusiXty servioe 
prpjects. One of these projects is "Building Coaaunicatian Skills 
for "Spanish^jealdng Adults." " 

These classes meet in 4>oth day and evening sessions in four 
different locations within the Florence -Firestone area. 

On Tuesday, Deceriber 8, 1S70, Mr. Zacarias, Consultant, AJult 
Basic Education, Los Aftgeles City» Schools, personally escorted 
MiJoe Earley and I on a tour covering each of the four locations. 

Our first visit was to the class located in the Roosevelt «»ark 
Field House. The class size was between 12 and 15 p^le. Most 
of tto were sothers who brou^t their children with them. . How- — 
ever, tliis did not interfere with their ability to pay^^ttchtion, 
because a baby sitter is provided by the pro^^ to attend to 
the children yhile tiie parents leam.^ 

The lessens were verbal re<±5ati<onrand flash card vocabulary . 
drill. The entire- class-a^eared to be interested in their 
lesstai and the tead«1* seemed interested in the progress vand 
accomplishm^tf" of her class. 

The seoMid locaticBi visited was Florence Msthodist. Church, where 
Mrs. Jtodrea Reyna. is tile instructor. Mrs. Reynk was fbiraerly an 
elementaiy school teacher which .1 feel greatly enhanced her 
teachiAg teclmique.\ She used place cards on HiQ tables with . 
coBBBiay adsused Banish words sudi as have, had, and has with 
some student dialogue ^sing vocabulary relevent to the school 
system and the conmurd^in Which the students live. All of her 
students were attwitive.a«<l very enthusiastic jibout their lessons^ 

The lighting was not as gpod ^ this facility as in seme of the 
others; howeiier it did no? seeia to affect either the students or 
the teacher. It was also interesting to note l2iat the, teacher 
■ spoI)» very little Spanish to the students except to^ jgive an 
exauplc or to further translate from English to ^paiush. . . ^
